ENGINEERS FIND IT CAN BE COSTLY TO BE OFFENSIVE

OTTAWA (CUP)— 

Outrage over an article in 
their newspaper that ridicules 
AIDS victims has forced the 
engineering student society at 
Carleton University to apologize 
and pledge money to AIDS re- 
search. 

The anonymous article — 
which parodies an information 
pamphlet distributed by the 
Carleton Heatlh Department, 
appeared in the Vena Contracta 
and refers to AIDS patients as 
"degenerates of society", call- 
ing the acquired immuno-defi- 
ciency syndrome "Annally In- 
fected Death Sentence." 

The engineers* pledge was 
made November 17th — twoday s 
after a coalition of 23 local, 
provincial and national groups 
said it would file a complaint 
with the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission against the society. 

At a Carleton student coun- 
cil meeting the week before, 
engineering society president, 
John Duck and newsletter edi- 
tor, Bob Bowerman agreed to 
council ' s demand that they print 
an apology and retraction for the 
article. 

"I don't think the article is 
at all funny now," said Duck. "If 
we had it to take back, we cer-

tainly would." 

Representatives of the 
coalition — which includes civil 
rights agencies, gay rights groups 
and health organizations — say 
that the society has only been 
slapped on the wrist by student 
council. 

Volunteers for the coali- 
tion wiU start a petition at Carle- 
ton to stop funding of the engi- 
neering society and revoke its 
office space. 

"I don't think all engineer- 
ing students are Neanderthals," 
said Pierre Beaulne, a Carleton 
student, who is involved in the 
protest against "this malicious 
piece of literature." 

"I know a lot of engineer- 
ing students don't want to fund 
this kind of trash through their 
student fees. I'm sure most stu- 
dents don't want to pay for this 
kind of hate-mongering." 

While saying the article 
was "clearly unacceptable," dean 
of engineering, Spruce Riordon 
added that the coalition's de- 
mands were excessive. 

Riordon said he would 
oppose cutting the engineering 
society's funds because it also 
performs good acts, such as rais- 
ing money for charity. The inci- 
dent created an opportunity for 
AIDS education, he said. 

Meanwhile, at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, engineering 
students head to the polls No- 
vember 22 and 23 to decide the 
fate of their society's newspa-

discovered during an internal 
audit in 1987 , according to Robert 
White, U of T assistant Vice- 
Presidentof Finance. Police was 
called in for what turned into a 
year-long investigation. 

Apparently, money had 
been taken from a number of 
accounts in the department of 
clinical biochemistry and depos- 
ited into a personal bank account 
betwee 1981 and 1986. The money 
was later withdrawn. 

The loss was substantially 
covered by insurance. White 
feels that such a loss is unusual 
for an educational institution, but 
also that it is "all too prevalen in 
business and industry." 



He is not surprised, how- 
ever, that it went undetected for 
so long. 

"You have to apprecicate 
that a great deal of money does 
flow through the university. This 
is not a lot of money in relation 
to the total funds that flow 
through." 

White also said detection 
was difficult because the loss 
was incurred over such a long 
period of time.

OTTAWA (CUP) — 

Desperate for more input 
into the fate of their education, 
native students have formed a 
national lobby group to protest 
additional government cutbacks 
in their funding. 

At the same time, more than 
200 students at the Canadian 
Federation of Students confer- 
ence in Ottawa in early Novem- 
ber — where the Native Student 
Federation of Canada was 
formed — called for the resigna- 
tion of Bill McKnight, Minister 
of Indian and Northern Devel- 
opment. 

"He's out of control and 
the amount of consultation he 
has done has been zerio," said 
CFS chair, Beth Brown. 

In June, McKnight an- 
nounced a federal consultation 
process aimed at changing the 
financial aid program for native 
students. Since that time, the 
"consultative process" has come 
under fire from almost every 
native group in the country. 

CFS indigenous commis- 
sioner, Phillip Stewart, said the 
national group was created to 
organize a nation-wide response 
to the government's closed door 
policy. 

"Considering that the first 
draft of their analysis is a secret

document, it's ridiculous,** said 
Stewart. 

"The consultation was 
feeding us information and tak- 
ing nothing back," agreed Oscar 
Swanson, President of the Na- 
tive Indian Student Union at the 
University of British Columbia. 

Felix Thomas, of the Indi- 
geneous Student Council at the 
University of Saskatchewan, said 
he thinks McKnight* s mind is 
already made up. 

"He simply ignored the 
recommendations a native stu- 
dent education funding policy 
task force gave in 1986-87. He'll 
say he's had effective consulta- 
tion and then do just what he 
wants in April." 

The Assembly of First 
Nations, which represents na- 
tive people on reserve lands, has 
asked that the implementation 
of the proposal be delayed past 
the target date of April, 1989. 

"It takes them nine years to 
draw up a document and they 
give us three months to respond," 
said Swanson, who said the fed- 
eral department began working 
on proposed changes in 1979. 

Besides cutting funding to 
eligible native students from 
$7,432. to $4,800. a year, the 
new proposal would chop the 
number of months for which 
native students can get funding 
by half. 

Funding for daycare, spe- 
cial lab clothing and tutorials 
will be eliminated. Andanative's 



choice of schools will be limited 
since the government will only 
pay for tuition costs at the post- 
secondary institution closest to 
them and has substantially re- 
duced travel allowances. 

"It's putting a lot of pres- 
sure on students" said Stewart, 
adding that it ignores the fact 
that Indian people are among the 
poorest of any minority. 

Statistics indicate that 12 
per cent of the native population 
in Canada receives any post- 
secondary education, compared 
with 20 per cent of the popula- 
tion as a whole. 

Native students were first 
hit with enrolment limitations 
last year when the post-secon- 
dary education budget was fro- 
zen at $111 million. This year it 
has been capped at $131 million 
and students at some colleges 
have already been turned away. 

In Saskatoon, 50 students 
protested what they call unjust 
funding limits in front of 
Saskatoon's regional Indian 
Affairs office at the beginning of 
the term. 

"Close to 100 Indians won't 
be going back to university or 
college this year, because of 
cutbacks at the Department of 
Indian and Northern Affairs", 
said the U. of Saskatchewan's 
Thomas. 

In downtown Winnipeg, 
November 2nd, 350 native stu- 
dents and supporters took to the 
streets to protest the federal 



govemmentcutbacks which they 
say violate their treaty rights to 
education. They demanded that 
changes to the government's 
financial assistance program be 
withdrawn. 

Students and supporters 
also rallied on Parliament Hill, 
November 17th. 

Stewart estimated that 
2,000 of Canada's native post- 
secondary students have already 
been affected by the ceilings on 
educational funding. 

Herman Michell,president 
of the University of Winnipeg's 
native students' association, said 
the proposed cutbacks totally go 
against earlier government en- 
dorsements of "Indian control of 
Indian education," and dampen 
hopes for increased native au- 
tonomy. 

Michell said proper proce- 
dures for consultation must be 
implemented now and native 
students must be consulted in all 
changes to government educa- 
tional policy. He added present 
funding levels must be retained 
until each First Nation is given 
the local authority to set its own 
educational policies. 

Chief Joe Guy Wood, of 
the FirstNations Assembly, who 
attended the Winnipeg rally, 
suggested that "If the govern- 
ment would invest in First Na- 
tion Education (now), it would 
cost less than Soc ial Programs in 
the future." 

He joined with native stu- 
dents across the country in con- 
demning the new funding pro- 
posals as "a mockery of the 
consultative process." 



STUDENT LIFE:

Stationery prices at the 
Mount Royal College Bookstore 
are higher than at the nearest 
privately-owned shop and up to 
twice those at the nearby Uni- 
versity of Calgary. 

Random testing of brand 
name, regularly-priced items 
shows the bookstore, owned by 
the college, charges anywhere 
from 19 to 55 per- cent more on 
any given stationery item. 

General merchandise 
buyer, Natalie Kristoff, said the 
college sets the prices. Sheorders 
in small amounts and doesn ' t get 
the price breaks a larger shop 
would get 

"This store has to support 
itself. I'm told what kind of 
pricing they want and have to 
maintain it," Kristoff said. 

The University of Calgary, 
Mount Royal and the private 
stationery store, all claim to price 
according to die manufacturer's 
suggested retail price — about 
50 per cent mark-up.

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COMMERCIAL PRESS COVERS LABOUR ROTTENLY

VANCOUVER (CUP) — 

Some Canadian newspa- 
pers are doing a rotten job cover- 
ing labour relations, according 
to a study by a University of 
British Columbia commerce 
professor. 

Anil Verma, who charted 
labour coverage in the Vancou- 
ver Sun and the Toronto Globe 
and Mail during select months 
from 1985 to 1987, said the news- 
papers covered events without 
providing more in-depth articles 
to explain the complexities of 
labour relations. 

4 The lack of informed and 
investigative reporting is a ma- 
jor weakness," he said. 

Verma's 14 page report, 
tided Good News and Bad News: 
Print Media's Coverage of In- 
dustrial Relations Events in 
Canada, says 95 per cent of 
labour reporting in both news- 
papers covered events. Only 
five per cent of articles offered 
analysis or commentary on those 
events. 

Verma also said labour 
reporting is not seen as a valued 
"beat" at newspapers. He said 
oung, bright, journalists are not 
encouraged to become labour 
reporters. And management 
doesn't support senior writers 
becoming labour specialists, he 
added

MY HEAD HURTS 
FROM BANGING 
IT AGAINST A RED

TORONTO (CUP)- 

Frustrated NDP education 
critic, Richard Johnston uttered 
these words after repeatedly 
asking Lyn McLeod, Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities, 
whether the Ontario government 
will provide the $20-25 million 
necessary to implement pay 
equity policies in the province's 
universities. 

McLeod said the individ- 
ual institutions must provide the 
money. 

Manitoba's premier an- 
nounced earlier this week that 
the province would foot the bill 
for salary adjustments at the 
University of Manitoba result- 
ing from pay equity legislation. 

"Our role at this point is to 
be fully aware of (pay equity) 
discussions at the institutional 
level," said McLeod at the No- 
vember 10th Queen's Park ques- 
tion period. "I can tell you that 
we are working with the pay 
equity commission." 

Undo* Ontario's Pay Eq- 
uity Act, comparisons are made 
between female and male-domi- 
nated job classes so that men and 
women get paid equal wages for 



to focus attention on the general 
outcome that we don't have any 
senior journalists who have taken 
to labour." 

Gordon Fisher, Managing 
Editor of the Vancouver Sun, 
dismissed Verma's report as a 
shoddy piece of work. 

"My own feeling about his 
study is probably unprintable," 
he said. "If it had been turned in 
by a reporter at this newspaper it 
wouldn't have run." 

Fisher said Verma's 
method of counting news stores 
versus analysis pieces is flawed. 
"The main problem with his 
study is he's taken some num- 
bers and tried to make it mean 
something," he said. "I'm dis- 
turbed by his comments because 
I think he's dead wrong." 

Fisher said he wasn't sur- 
prised 95 per cent of labour ar- 
ticles were about events because 
the main role of a newspaper is 
to report the news of the day. He 
said the newspaper always tries 
to provide analysis and feature 
pieces to explain on-going labour 
disputes and issues. 

"We always try to get 
underneath what's driving a 
strike," he said. "I'm very proud 
of our work in that area." 

Verma couldn't say how 
much labour reporting should be 
analytical, only that it should be 
more than five per cent of all 
stories printed. 

Fisher said several senior 
Sun reporters cover labour, and 



work of similar value. Universi- 
ties have until January 1, 1990 to 
establish a pay equity plan. 

A maximum of one percent 
of the universities' payroll must 
be set aside to implement the 
legislation. For example, the 
University of Toronto, with a 
total payroll of $300 million, 
would have to pay about $3 
million. 

"We hope the government 
will help us out on this," said Ed 
Jansen, compensation director 
at U of T's human resources 
department. 4 They brought the 
legislation in. We have no magic 
sources of money." 

"They (universities) are 
already seriously constrained by 
funding problems," said Laura 
Selleck of the Council of On- 
tario Universities. "This is just 
one more thing they have to deal 
with." 

Most universities across the 
province already have "equal 
work for equal pay" policies 
where men and women get paid 
the same wage for the same work. 
With "pay equity", women and 
men get the same wage for dif- 
ferent jobs that require similar 
skills. 

For example, an audio- 
visual technician's work will be 
compared to a secretary's job 
using a point system devised by 
the university. 

After the jobs have been 
evaluated based on skill, effort, 
responsibilities and working 



dismissed Verma's suggestion 
that labour reporting wasn't as 
valued as other beats. 

On a more positive note, 
Verma said the two newspapers 
covered labour events very well 
and got both sides of stories. 
'They have reasonably balanced 
coverage," he said. "That's a 
big plus." 

Verma said newspapers 
should provide more in-depth 
articles on labour because the 
media influences public opin- 
ion. Politicians often take their 
lead from public opinion, he said. 

"There is a whole body of 
literature that applies to the 
media's influence on our think- 
ing," he said. "In the case of 
major strikes, governments fre- 
quently look to public opinion to 
get a sense about how to protect 
the public interest." 




conditions, the overall value of 
the secretary 's job class could be 
the same as the technicians, and 
they would be paid the same. 

Barbara Donaldson, events 
co-ordinator, with the Pay Eq- 
uity Commission, a branch of 
the Ministry of Labour, said post- 
secondary institutions should pay 
the costs of pay equity implem- 
entation. 

'University and colleges 
will have to make it a priority in 
their funding." she said. 

But Joan MacNeil, Ontario 
Federation of Students re- 
searcher, said universities will 
be forced to cut enrolment or 
take out money from library, 
equipment, scholarships, or other 
funding in order to meet the costs. 
"Our approach is that the 
government should provide an 
infusion of money to fund pay 
equity programs." she said. 

Women faculty members 
still make less than men faculty. 
According to Statistics Canada, 
female full professors made 
$4,000 less than male full pro- 
fessors, female associate profes- 
sors made $2,400 less than their 
male counterparts, and women 
assistant professors netted $1,875 
less than male assistant profes- 
sors in Ontario universities and 
colleges in 1987-88. 



B.C. >S FIRST 
ABORTION CLINIC 
OPENS IN THE 
RAIN

VANCOUVER (CUP) — 

British Columbia's first 
free-standing abortion clinic 
opened here November 5 with 
100 supporters standing in the 
rain. 

Over 100 clinic supporters 
were "washing away years of 
pain and struggle and celebrat- 
ing our victory in the rain," said 
Hilda Thomas, a professor at the 
University of British Columbia 
and steering committee member 
for the B.C. Coalition for Abor- 
tion Clinics. 

Women carrying the ban- 
ner "Tories for Choice" joined 
the crowd in chanting "Not the 
church, not the state, women 
shall decide their fate". 

After the march, about 500 
people gathered for a rally in the 
Hotel Vancouver. 

"This is not the end of our 
struggle. (Canada) must have 
no new laws on abortion. (To- 
day is) by no means the end of 
the fight on abortion in (mis) 
provincie," said Thomas. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled in the spring that 
Canada's abortion law violated 
the constitution. Access to 
abortion was uneven throughout 
the country, with only those 
hospitals which had therapeutic 
abortion committees able to 
approve the procedure. The court 
also strongly asserted the right 
of women to control their bod- 
ies.

AIDS: MONTREAL 
WANTS SIGNS UP 
IN BARS

MONTREAL (CUP) 

By the summer of 1989 
warnings about AIDS will be 
posted in local student pubs, 
according to a policy recently 
released by the City of Mon- 
treal. 

The mandate will force bars 
and clubs which serve liquor to 
display the signs. 

A decision on what the 
signs say will probably be made 
December, and the city will pay 
for the printing and distribution, 
officials said. 

City council will revoke 
the permit of any establishment 
not complying with the order. 

The AIDS virus is passed 
through unprotected sexual inter- 
course or sharing needles. It 
disables the body's immune 
system, such that simple infec- 
tions become life-threatening. 

The policy also protects 
city employees with AIDS from 
discrimination, and guarantees 
that medical records will be kept 
confidential. The city also de- 
cided against AIDS testing, but 
condom machines next to the 
posters aren't next, said Marthe 
Lawrence, press officer to coun- 
cillor Lea Cousineau, who is 
responsible for community de- 
velopment. 

"Unfortunately, we only 
have so much power. We do not 
have any jurisdiction over con- 
dom machines. That is the re- 
sponsibility of the provincial 
minister of Health and Social 
Services."

The college launched an 
$80,000 publicity campaign last 
year to attract students to its new 
downtown campus. 

"I would have thought, 
considering the ad campaing, that 
we would have bent over back- 
wards to accommodate the stu- 
dents," Dawson Teachers Union 
president, Peter Deslaurier said. 
"It's a bit ironic that we were

MONTREAL (CUP) — 

No charges will be laid in 
the alleged rape of a woman at a 
McGill University fraternity 
party. 

But a women's group is 
already circulating a petition 
urging the Crown to re-open the 
case. 

"After having studied and 
analysed all of the facts, we are 
not able to say that a criminal act 
was committed," crown prose- 
cutor Louise Villemure said of 
the November 4 decision. 

"It is unfortunate for the 
young woman who is involved. 
But we still need proof. No one 
can give us the essential ele- 
ments that can prove that a crimi- 
nal act took place." 

The incidentallegedly took 
place during rookie initiation of 
rugby players at Zeta Psi — 
McGill's oldest fraternity — on 
September 22. 

A 19 year old McGill stu- 
dent said she was raped by three 
members of the frat, while 10 
others watched from the door- 
way. 

'Thirteen guys are all cor- 
roborating each others' stories 
and they are all fraternity broth- 
ers. It's my word against theirs," 
she said. 



ASSAULT: ADMIN. 
DOESN'T BOTHER 
WARNING 
STUDENTS

WATERLOO (CUP)— 

A student at Wilfrid Lau- 
rier University who was recently 
assulted is waging her own in- 
formation campaign, telling 
other women on campus to be 
careful after administrators 
didn't publicize a warning. 

"I've been talking to as 
many people as I can," said third- 
year psychology major, Sarah 
Asmussen. "It's got to get out 
somehow. He's still out there 
somewhere." 

Asmussen went around to 
residence supervisors and pro- 
fessors herself, asking them to 
publicize the October 23rd at- 
tack. Professors made announce- 
ments in class, and the student 
supervisors passed the word in 
their buildings. 

Asmussen said she was 
grabbed from behind and 
dragged back to the parking lot 
behind a mall next to the cam- 
pus. She said she was thrown to 
the ground and punched in face 
before striking her attacker in 
the genital area. Although the 
report filed with Waterloo Re- 
gional Police classified the at- 



The Concordia University 
Womens' Collective is asking 
students to sign a petition calling 
on the Crown to re-open the case . 
In two days, more than 500 stu- 
dents and staff had signed. 

"We believe that all women 
have the right to be safe from 
rapists and have the right to 
protection under the law," said 
Melanie Kerridge, a member of 
Concordia's Womens' Collec- 
tive. 

"I want justice to be done," 
the student who laid the com- 
plaint said after the Crown's 
decision was announced. "They 
did something wrong and I want 
to see them punished for it. I'd 
like to see the Crown re-open the 
case and look if there are other 
similar precedents so they can 
be brought to trial. 

"I want my day in court." 

"I really can't describe the 
way I felt after. I knew I'd been 
raped but I was in kind of a daze. 
It was as if the whole thing hap- 
pened toathirdperson. Nothing 
had sunk in emotionally. I didn't 
know how to classify the whole 
thing." 

**E very thing finally hit me 
at the McGill home coming 
game. I heard these awful songs 
that men were singing and went 
home and cried all night." 

The woman said she was 
given the impression that if the 
case had gone to court, it would 
have been very difficult for her.

BILINGUAL WEEK OF ACTION ... COMING SOON

Why was free trade such a 
major issue in this year's Fed- 
eral Election when Canada faces 
more important internal prob- 
lems? Perhaps the greatest of 
these problems entails Canada's 
stand on official bilingualism. 
The Constitution recognizes two 
official languages. This policy 
has, however, not been imple- 
mented. Yes, the Francophone 
body is a minority, but Canada 
must be consistent in its poli- 
cies' and then live up to its deci- 
sions. The entire country from 
coast to coast must recognize 
both languages. Many will say 
due to financial costs and medi- 
ocre Francophone representa- 
tion, that it would not be feasible 
to provide bilingual services in 
every province. In my opinion, 
these reasons are unsatisfactory. 

One of Canada's distinct 
features is its recognition of two 
official languages and melting 
pot of society. I shall note, 
however that only one province 
is making an effort to implement 
bilingualism - Ontario. I am 
totally dissatisfied with Quebec ' s 
stand on this issue. They would 
rather consider themselves 
unique as a French people be- 
fore Canadian citizens. It is true 
that this is partly caused by pres- 
sure from an Anglophone ma- 
jority; yet, I refuse the Parti 

Quebecois policy of separatism. 
Quebec is vital to Canada and 
maintains several cultural iden- 
tities. A great effort is needed 
from both parties. The Western 
Provinces are expressing an 
apathetic view on this issue. Job 
discrimination in terms of bilin- 
gual communication skills is 
wrong. However, there should 
be some capacity to serve both 
parties at a given time. No citi- 
zen would be forced to speak 



both languages. I chose to write 
this article in English. Let it be 
known that such in frige ment 
does not comply with the Char- 
ter of Rights. We must unite the 
provinces by making minorities 
feel at ease and by labelling 
Canadians as Canadians and not 
Francos or Anglos. Away with 
it! Hereisacountrywhosupports 
multiculturalism but debates bil- 
ingualism. 

In 1986 the Students' Gen- 
eral Association decided to ex- 
ploit a bilingual facet. The 
Council would see the designa- 
tion of a Director of Bilingual 
Affairs whose mandate would 
be to act as ombudsman to both 
parties and develop a four year 
bilingualism plan which would 
terminate in 1991. The S.G.A. 
has strongly conformed to this 
plan and will continue to do so 
until its goals have been attained. 

In 1987, former Vice-presi- 
dent, R.D. Hulst proposed an 
amalgamation agreement to the 

Association des Etudiants Fran- 
cophones. This proposal was 
clearly denied by the latter, be- 
lieving it would be detrimental 
to maintaining a francophone 
identity and an equal say in 
matters. 

In response to a quote cited 
from the latest edition of 
Lambda, 'The S.G.A. is going 
overboard on bilingualism ... the 
A.EP. isn't," I must say that this 
is probably the best change the 
S.G.A. has ever experienced. A 
bilingual university needs a bi- 
lingual student council. The 
S.G.A.'s internal ambiance has 
expanded to include Franco- 
phone involvement Our exter- 
nal communications are also 
setting the trend. The purposes 
of mis change is two-fold: to 
open membership and offer serv- 
ice to Francophones; to better 
relations between both official 
parties. 



Laurentian University stu- 
dents should be happy that they 
attend a university where French- 
English relations are good. We, 
as the S.G.A., feel that campus 
bilingualism can be achieved 
much easier than at the Federal 
level because we are dealing with 
a smaller target group. Har- 
mony is the key. 

The S.G.A. also assures 
that the position of Director of 
Bilginual Affairs will not be 
terminated in 1991. So as Bilin- 
gual Week of Action approaches, 
I would like to solicite a response 

from you in terms of this situ- 
ation. Make it an issue! 

SEXUAL 
HARASSMENT

The problem of sexual 
harassment is pervasive in edu- 
cational institutions, in the work 
place and in family and group 
settings. It is not an issue of sex, 
but of abuse of power and au- 
thority; it is for this reason that 
students and women are its most 
frequent victims. The results of 
harassment on the victim can be 
a devasting experience. 

Signs of severe stress make 
it difficult, if not impossible to 
learn, to teach, or work in an 
educational institutional institu- 
tion. For victims of harassment 
the most obvious consquences 
including failing grades, emo- 
tional trauma, and the crippling 
of a promising career. Other 
general symptoms that teachers 
and friends may observe are: 

- skipping classes 

- failing tests 

- a drop in grades 

- a change in dress and 
hairstyle (may be drab and cov- 
ered) 

- poor posture

Victims may also experi- 
ence some physical symptoms, 
such as: 

- upset stomach 

-nausea 
-headaches 

- constant tension 

- sleeplessness 

- fearfulness 

- loss or gain of weight 

- irritability 

- inability to concentrate 

-despair 

- depression 

-lack of ambition 

- internalizing of anger 

- feeling of embarrass- 
ment 

- feeling of helplessness 

- anxiety attacks, panic 

The victim of harassment 
will feel a true sense of guilt and 
shame: "What did I do to de- 
serve this kind of treatment?" 
The victim feels responsible and 
blames him/herself for the ac- 
tion of the harasser. 

Since sexual harassment is 
illegal, action should be taken at 
once to stop harassment. Keep- 
ing quiet about it and ignoring it 
is no strategy to bring harass- 
ment to an end. 

Possible strategies the vic- 
tim may undertake are: 

1. Make it clear that their 
behaviour is not acceptable. If 
they do not stop, at least they 
know you will not play their 
games. The victim should look 
for another strategy. 

2. Document their offenses. 
Keep a record of the dates, times, 

descriptions and dialogue of the 
harassing incident. This infor- 
mation may be needed later if 
the harassing continues and you 
take action. 

3 . Get support for yourself.

Ask other students and co-work- 
ers if they've been harassed. A 
group complaint is often more 
effective in stopping harassment 
and gaining support. 

4. If you can't avoid going 
to the harasser' s office or work 
area, bring along a friend. 

5. Write a letter to the har- 
asser. Include your feelings, 
outlining how you want the 
behaviour to stop. 

6. Keep a copy of this let- 
ter. 

7. Obtain a copy of the 
school's policy concerning sex- 
ual harassment. Underline the 
parts of the definition that affect 
the behaviour of the offender. 
Put it in his/her mailbox. 

8. If you suspect a person 
of harassing behaviour, avoid 
being personal with them. 

9. In advanced cases of 
harassment, you may bring along 
a hidden tape recorder. This 
may not be admitted as evident 
in court, but it's effective in 
getting other people's support. 

The Sexual Harassment 
Education and Complaints 
Committee at Laurentian Uni- 
versity may be able to help you 
through this process. We will 
offer support and guidance. All 
information will be confidential.

1/3 cup water 
1 1/2 cups heavy cream 
I-6oz.packagesemi-sweet 
chocolate pieces 

3 tablespoons dark rum 
3 egg yolks 

Combine sugar and water 
in small saucepan and boil 3 
minutes. 

With metal blade in place, 
add cream to the beaker of the 
food processor. Process unin- 
terrupted until a very thick 
whipped cream forms about 1 
minute. Transfer to a large bowl. 

Without washing beaker, 
reinsert metal blade and add 
chocolate pieces. Process, turn- 
ing on and off, for 15 to 20 sec- 
onds. Continue processing and 
gradually pour in hot syrup, rum 
and egg yolks. 

Using a spatular, scrape 
chocolate mixture over whipped 
cream and fold together. Chill 
before serving.

The recipe are: apple 
cheesecake supreme, butter tarts, 
and chocolate mousse.

1 cup all-purpose flour 

1/4 cup firmly packed 
brown sugar 

1/1 cup butter 

1 pkg. cream cheese, sof- 
tened 

1/4 cup granulated suguar 

1 tsp. grated lemon rind 
legg 

6 medium Ont. apples, 
peeled and thinly sliced 

2 tbsp. granulated sugar 
ltbsp. lemon juice 

1/4 cup apple jelly 

Combine flour and brown 
suguar, cut in butter until mix- 
ture is crumbly. Press evenly 
over bottom and 1 inch up sides 
of 9 inch springform pan. 

Bake at 400 degrees f . for 
10 minutes - remove from oven 
and reduce temperature to 350 
degrees Farenheit 

Beat cream cheese, 1/2 cup 
granulated sugar and lemon rind 
until fluffy, beat in egg, pour 
into baked crust 

Combine apples, remain- 



ing sugar and lemon juice, spoon 
evenly over cheese layer, press 
down gently, bake for about 35 
minutes. 

Melt apple jelly in small 
saucepan over low heat - brush 
over surface of apples, cool, 
then chill before serving - makes 
10 to 12 servings. 

BUTTER TARTS 

1 envelope Robin Hood 
flaky Pie crust mix 

1/2 cup lightly packed 

brown sugar 

1/2 cup corn syrup 
1/4 cup butter, softened 
I egg slighdy beaten 
1 tsp. vanilla 1/4 salt 
1/2 cup raisins or chopped 

nuts 

Prepare pastry according 
to package direction. Roll out 
thinly on lightly floured surface, 
cut into rounds with 4: cutter. Fit 
into medium-sized muffins cups. 
Combine all ingredients except 
raisin , mix well, put raisins in 
pastry shells, dividing evenly, 
fill 2/3 full with syrup mixture, 
bake on bottom shelf at 425 
degrees f. for 12 to 15 minutes or 
just until set, don't overbake, 
cook on wire rack than remove 
from pans, makes 12 tarts.
